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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERVISING ARCHITECT OF THE TREASURY. 



Washington, D. C, June 30^ 1907. 

Sir : At the close of the fiscal year I have the honor to present the 
following report, the tenth submitted by me, showing the transac- 
tions of this office during the past year. 

The statements appearing as part of this report show existing 
legislation and expenditures made during the last fiscal year for 
the purchase of sites, repairs and improvements specially appro- 
priated for, the construction of new buildings, and general repairs 
to occupied buildings imder the control of the Treasury Department. 

The session of Congress which adjourned June 30, 1906, enacted 
a large volume of legislation in reference to public buildings. It 

Provided for the acquisition of 86 sites, without making appropriation 
or the erection of buildings thereon; authorized and appropriated 
for extensions and improvements to 45 buildings; provided for the 
purchase of sites and the erection of 123 buildings, and likewise for 
extensions, improvements, and new buildings on 41 sites already 
owned. 

During the fiscal year which closed June 30, 1906, it became nec- 
essary to curtail the technical force of this omce, because of inad- 
equacy of appropriation, and much time has elapsed in perfecting 
a new organization fully qualified with the proper architectural 
knowledge to carry into effect the le^slation relating to public build- 
ings, but no.twithstanding this condition fair progress has been made, 
sites have been selected as rapidly as consistent with law and require- 
ments, sketch plans and estimates prepared and approved, as required 
by law, and invitations issued for proposals for work, and contracts 
made upon receipt of suitable bids. 

By reason of the present activity in all branches of the building 
trades, the unsettled condition of the labor market, and the uncer- 
tainty as to what the money situation will or may develop into during 
the coming year, it has been shown from the work already placed 
on the market for estimates that the cost of construction is at the 
present time very much in excess of what it ever has been in the past 
and in many instances in excess of the limits placed on the work by 
Congress. 

To meet this condition has entailed largely increased work on this 
office in revising and cutting down work, that being the only alterna- 
tive except recommending legislation increasing the limits of cost, 
a line of procedure that is looked on with little favor either by this 
office or tne Department. However, this procedure will of necessity 
have to be followed in some instances, and where it is not, the build- 
inffs to some extent will be inadequate for the growing needs of the 
public service.

Therefore it is recommended that if consistent with the policy of 
the l)epartment, letters from the Department be written to both the 
President of the Senate and the Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives calling attention to the conditions and asking that some steps 
be taken to ameliorate the same. 

During the past fiscal year 36 new buildings and 4 extensions to 
old buildings were completed and occupied, and during the same 
period 8 new buildings were commenced, which, with 19 imder con- 
tract and not completed, make 27 in course of construction.
